WASHINGTON, Dec, 5.—Tho state tie 


partmeut was informed today that the 
'oreign ministers in Pekiu. at a meet- 
ng yesterday, agreed upon the treaty 
terms to bs presented to the Chinese 
government and submitted them to the 
xome governments. Secretary Hay has 
abled Minister Conger, authorizing 
lien to sign the agreement, iu behalf 
of the United States government It is 
difficult at this time to gather any de- 
tails concerning tlio terms. However, it 
is known that in the two most impor- 
;ant isanes that, wera opened, namely, 
the punishments and the indemnity, 
the views of the United States pre- 
vailed. As to the punishment, it w to 
be the severest that can be inflicted bj 
;he Chinese government. As to the in 
demnity, the Chinese government is to 
formally admit its liability to pajment 
for the wrongs to foreigners, while the 
amount 
and manner of settlement 


are to be left to future negotiations. 
It is understood that on tbo oihcr 
points, the French proposition forms 
the basis of agroement.

BEIILIN, N. £L, Dec. 5 —Two men 


wer.,i drowned and five others are uuf 
faring from chills and exposure, owing 
to the collapse of a suspension bridge 
on the property of the Burgees Sul 
phite and Fibre Co., this forenoon 
The two who lost thair lives were 
Thomas McKune and Thomas llogers, 
employes cf 
the Burgess company 


Tbe bridge was suspended by wire 
cables about fifty feet above the (alls of 
the An'lroscoggin river. It was in- 
tended for the us« of the laborers and 
was considered too light to bear any 
great weight. While a group of the 
employes were crossing on it today, one 
of the cables snapped and all were pre 
cipitated to the water, llogers and 
MoKune succumbed quickly to the 
cold and were drowned. The others 
wero all rescued, though badly chilled. 
The high wind that prevailed last night 
and today is thought to have had some- 
thing to do with weakening the cables 
of the bridge.

saving station that the patrolman who 
happened to dU cover the first signs of 
the wreck of the schooner Mary A Brown 
was a new member of the station crew 
and on shore duty for the first time.

Shanghai, Dee. .".—An imperial edict 


has beeu issued denouiiehiK General Tung 
Fu il$iang and depriving him of all rank. 
lie I*, however, left iu command of his 
troops, but is ordered to take-them back 
to the province of Kniisn. It is stated 
hi-rc that tills is only the first step against 
him by the empress dowager and that he 
will receive full punishment after the 
treaty of peace is signed. 


It is said here that negotiations at Pe- 


king opened on Sunday as the result of 
an iiffwnK'Ut between the Chinese pleni- 
potentiaries and the foreign ministers 
that the punishment of the guilty officials 
should not be lirst required, but that the 
demand for their punishment should b-» 
made a clause of tho note to be presented 
to the Chinese envoys. 


Thero is no ground for the statement 


that is current here to the effect that the 
court will boon return to Peking from Si- 
ni-an-fu. Sheug, director of railways and 
telegraphs, says that the court will only 
return after the peace treaty is signed 
and the foreign troops are withdrawn 
from Peking and Tien-tsin. 


The visit of Admiral Seymour,^ the 


British naval commander, to the Yang- 
tze vicerojs has been productive of no 
result. He found t'.nit the attitude of the 
viceroys was the 3!:.-<c as fonnerly, and 
no new relations wcie proposed or prom- 
ised.

Two of Her Crctv Tell Story of th* 


Wreck. 


' .Manila, Dec. 5.—Two members of .the 
crew of the auxiliary cruiser Yosemite, 
which recently foundered during a ty- 
phoon off the island of Guam, have arriv- 
ed at Cavite on board the transport Ala- 
va, which left Guam Nov. 2(5. The names 
of the two men of the wrecked vessel are 
John Barry, a carpenter, who was about 
to be relieved at the time of the disaster, 
and Henry Colligan, a hospital appren- 
tice, who came on* board the Alava to at- 
tend some of the sick marines. 


Barry had much to do with rigging up 


the steering gear and in other attempts 
to save the Yosemlte* A boom 50 feet 
long and a foot thick which was rigged, 
over her stern snapped off when attempts 
were made to steer with it. By the time 
a stouter arrangement was effected what 
was left of the propeller was almost out 
of the water, and the steamer was con- 
stantly settling lower by the head. Js'o- 
progress was possible, and all on| board 
thought their last moment had come. The 
discipline on board was good. 


After the Yosemite had drifted shore- 


ward from her anchorage she pounded on 
a reef. The wind shifted r,-ith extreme 
suddenness and terrific fury and carried 
the vessel outward through sr.di a .narrow 
outlet in the harbor that no one under- 
stood how she got through. It was vci? 
dark and thick. The spray was blinding, 
and the wind threatened to sweep the 
men into tho water at any moment. 


"Wlien asked whether there was any 


criticism among the men of the. officers' 
action in abandoning the ship, the tv,fo 
men interviewed replied thai practically 
every in an conceded all had been done 
that was practicable and abandonment of 
the vessel was the only course left. The 
otlidal reports asserted that the

sinking. Barry and Colligan said they 
knew nothing as to that point, but the at- 
tempts of the United States collier .lu.sliu 
to tow the cruiser were useless, and the 
Yosemite would inevit'ibly have sunk. 
The two men said they believed there was 
some difficulty with the pumps in getting 
water out of the forward compartment, 
but the hole in the bottom was so bi-j that 
the cruiser must have smii; no matter 
what hud born done.

As in the case of a Bin 
doo funeral, tho i.oor are not forgotten, 
both remembering tho needy by dlstribut 
ing money, salt, rice and wheat among 
thorn alter the funeral.—New York Times.

The largest loligo I have seen measured 


3 feet 8 inches without- attempting to 
stretch its tentacles. 
Like the fishes, 


they seem to sleep with one eye closed at 
a time, as 1 have seen tfiem resting on 
the sea bottom for this purpose, and 
when-the hait tell near the steeping side 
it was unobserved, but when dropped on 
the other it was gripped at once. 


Their enemies are all the carnivorous 


fishes, which they often evade either by 
evolution, tight or mimicry, for all ol 
which devices they have some special 
adaptations. In the first instance, they 
hart* two tough, flexible fins or wings 
hijjh on the back, which enable them to 
swim forward or backward without turn- 
ing, which is an accommodation of great 
utility in cither attack or retreat. Then 
their eyes arc so situated as almost to 
command a circle. This also in a fight is 
invaluable, for they can see all their en- 
emies and know their power and can ad- 
vance or retire as the occasion may re- 
quire. Then, besides their ink hag, they 
have a muscular siphon enabling them to 
shoot their enemies in the nir some ten 
feet and iu the sea some three or four 
feet away.

The bream had not got far down in the 


pea before a cuttle saw it and quickly 
fastened cu to the back of its neck, and 
before any steps were taken to sca'-e it 
aw:iy u large tloree was seen coming to 
the front. There was uo doubt or hesi- 
tation about its purpose, for it was seen 
thnt it dcMi-ed to swallow the lot, as it 
was quietly going forward all the time, 
but taking a hide view us the opportunity 
be«t offcicd.

HOTV Its Delicious Starchy Product Is Ob- 


tained by the East Indians. 


Is it from their noble aspect or on ac- 


count of their utility that the palms have 
boon termed the princes of tho vegetable 
kingdom? Neither 'the anatomy of the 
stem nor the form of tho flower entitles 
them to such a position. Tbo stem is as 
simple ns that of the common broom and 
tfle flower us that of the rush. Yet they 
have always been of great interest to the 
botanist, nnd their historical and legendary 
associations, arid their beauty, and their 
economic value have made them of inter- 
est to tho public. 


More than a thousand species of the 


palm are scattered at differont elevations 
throughout tho tropics of both hemi- 
spheres, with stragglers in subtropical, 
and even in warm, temperate regions. 
Their utility can scarcely be overestimat- 
ed. They furnish food, shelter, clothing, 
timber, fuel, building materials, sticks, 
fiber, paper, starch, sugar, oil, wine, wax, 
tannin, starch dyeing material?, rosin and 
a host of minor products, which make 
them of the greatest value to tho natives 
and to tropical agriculturists. 


One of tho most important is tho sago 


palm of tho Eust Indian archipelago. The 
tree flourishes only in low marshy situa- 
tions, and seldom reaches a height of 80 
feet. It attains a starch yielding condition 
at the age of 15 years. Tho ctcm is then 
gorged with a mass of starchy matter, 
around -which is a hard outer rind about 
two inches iu thioknoFS. Wero the fruit 
allowed to form and ripen tho -whole of 
this starchy core would disappear and 
leave the stem a more hollow shell, for 
•when tho tree ripens its fruit it dies. 


It seems strange that a man can con- 


sume a tree, but it is BO. l%e preparation 
consists in cutting off tho branches and 
tho hard rind of tho trunk. Tho stem is 
then divided into sections and split up, 
anil tho starchy pith is extracted and 
grated to powder. When tho starch is 
roughly grated or pounded into pulp and 
made into cakes, one tree will feed a man 
for a whole year. 


Thut which is intended for exportation 


is mixed into a paste with water and rub- 
bed through sieves Into small grains. 
It 


is known as pcurl sago, bullet sago, etc., 
according to its sizo, tmd ia served on our 
tables and in soups and puddings.—Phil- 
adelphia Times.

1 have 
six n innny a horse in the country that 
had not been curried for n year vainly 
trying to pet some of the dust out of his 
coal by rolling when he sot n chance. I 
have seen horses with the hair worn off 
by stiff. Hat. sharp edged reins which had 
been put under the back strap because 
the loops were broken or never existed. 
I have sei-n horses with galled withers 
where the caddie had been moved a little 
farther forward or backward to bear on 
a fresh spot until the back was a mass of 
raw tle«h. I lutve seen a mare which was 
so fidgety io harness and out that she 
was almost unmanageable and was driv- 
en with her head pulled back with an 
overhead check and held down by a 
tightly drnnn martingale, while her heels 
were kept from flying up by a kicking 
strap. The M-cret of it all was that the 
girths were drawn ns tight as if the own- 
er 'mil been "i'.iebini; a pack on a mule's 
back. The !....se jibed and kicked and 
fought against taking the four ringed bits 
which were thought necessary to control 
her and the harness, which was a cruelly 
deviled instrument of torture, but when 
she was driven with loose girths and 
kindly treated all these "vices" disap- 
peared and ;he mare was as kind as a 
kitten.—Our Animal Friends.

Mr. Frye addressed the senate for an 


hour and a half in explanation of tho 
measure. Tn detail he. related the history 
Of the efforts to upbuild the Amejk-an 
merchant marine and gave the senate fig- 
ures to show that his bill was the only 
thing that could cure the evils that have. 
destroyed the American shipping inter- 
ests.

original railway line between Mollendo 
and Arequipa. which doubled Meiggs' 
fortune. 
Every contract wns made di- 


rectly with the government of the repub- 
lic wherein the road was to be built. 
Scheme after scheme, each more gigantic 
than the other, was successfully carried 
out. 
Mcigcs at one time offeied to build 


a breakwater at the mouth of Valparai- 
so's harbor if the Chilean government 
would give him a 00 year lease of its 
sheltered side. Forty millions would this 
venture havo cost, but the principal har- 
bor of Chile would ha\e been rendered 
safe for all time.

Meiggs' rapid strides to wealth and de- 
manded a large price for the rental of 
the sheltered sidu of tho breakwater, 
even should the work be done without 
cost to the republic. 
Consequently the. 


project failed, and today the \\iud swept 
bay is without protection. 


"In 1870 the 
financial 
world 
was 


amazed by the magnitude of a co.it met 
entered into between Meiggs and the 
Peruvian government. 
This called for 


the construction of a complete Peruvian 
railway system, even to n line crossing 
tho summit of the Andes. Meiggs was to 
deliver the lines ready for operation und 
receive the sum of 9125.000.000 in gold, 
'payable in installments as tins work pro- 
gressed. 


"At first the money cnmo promptly, 


then Peru was forced to borrow to meet 
the Meiggs contract, and finally, when 
Kuropean loans could not be effected. 
Moiggs accepted the obligation/; of tho 
Peruvian government until be practically 


wned the republic. 
ICven the assaxsina- 


ion of his friend. Colonel Ha 11 a. then 
resident of Peru, failed to interfere 
vith the railway plans. 


'Finally Peru could do no more, and 


tfeigRS* own fortune was tied up in the 
milding of the railways. So for luck of 
money the work was stopped. 
Negotia- 


ions for a further loan from Europe, 
with Meiggs' assistance, wore almost 
consummated when, in 1877. death cut 
off the most remarkable career of any 
Yankee in South America. 
With his 


death the loan negotiations failed, nnd 
lien followed Peru's unfortunate war 
with Chile. 
Until 1884 tlie. Meiggs rail- 


way operations slumbered. In that year 
when peace came to the two republics 
:he firm of W. R. Grace & Co. took up 
the Meiggs contract. 


"In spite of his success Meiggs never 


revisited the state ot California. 
His 


trials thcra seemed to have created in 
him nn aversion for the pln'ce. Even a 
resolution passed by the California legis- 
lature asking him to return failed to in 
Buence him to visit the state. 


"One of the peculiarities which char- 


acterized tbis brilliant operator was thnt 
he always worked alone. There • never 
was a partner in his dealings, mid he 
never sought advice, llo looked into the 
future through no mind save his own, 
and when once his course wns shaped 
he never changed it.

The vessel must have struck abou 


half past twelve o'clock on "Wednesday 
morning. Her clock, which the wavet 
tossed up on the Bands, had stopped at 
1225. 


At that time the southeaster h d 


reached its highest pitch and the mow 
ind sleet was blinding. Not long after. 
the schooner herself was seen, at tht 
mercy of the breakers between the Ca- 
sino and Ontler'd Sea View house. 
Then, in a tangle of splintered spare 
*ud torn canvas, came a ship's dory. 


This was followed quickly by the life- 


less body of a sailor about thirty yean 
of age, with a cork life-bait about tht 
waist.

SHAMEFUL TJEtEATMENI. 


Edward Bogers Tells of the Hardships 


of Life in the Maine "Woods. 


Among the persona to apply to the 


city for help on Wednesday night was 
Edward iiogers of Boston, a man about 
forty-five years of age. He is neither a 
drunkard, a bun or ix shirker. 
He is 


far from that, judging honestly from hit 
appearance and conversation. 


Mr. Kogers was on the way to the 


home of his sister in Boston, from e 
pretty tough experience in the Maine 
woods. Ho tells a very well connected 
*tory of the hardships that he has been 
through in the past month. 
The an 


ihorities beleived what he had to say 
ind the help that he asked for, only that 
tie be given a ticket to Boston, was 
most gladly given him. He left for Bos 
ion on the train that went out at 10.55 
this forenoon. 


Mr. Rogers told his story to a report- 


er. 
Ho lett Boatoa the first ot Octo- 


ber, 
in answer to an advertisement in a 


Boston paper for wood choppers and 
lumbermen at the head of Moosebead 
lake. He was then in good health and 
•xpected to work in the woods this win 
ter aod return to Boston in the spring 
with a few dollar* m hif pocket. 


He paid the sum of $1 to tbe employ- 


ment agency that had the advertisement 
in tbe Boston papers, and with some 
winter clothing bought a ticket at the 
Union station in Boston for Greenville. 
The faro on I ho boat to the head of the 
lake was 51.50. 


The first night he slept < n the floor of 


tho camp and the following mormng 
waa given an axe and with quite a gang 
of men walked five miles into the 
woods. The day was stormy aod th»t 
night the men slept on the floor of the 
camp again. 
Tho following day was 


itormy again and that night the men 
Lad to sleep on tho floor of the camp in 
their wot clothing, for their clothing 
that had been soaked tbe day before 
had not dried. 


Tho men worked iLd greater part of 


tbo week in wot clothing because oo fire 
was kept at Iho camp during tho day 
and finally some of the men, robnai and 
strong though tbej were, became Rick. 


There was no medicine in the camp 


and the men had to core for themselves
